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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-30 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the claims are allowed, because the prior arts of record do not teach detecting 
event and notifying the user of the event using a specified part of the information from 
the media where the specified part is part of a music data. 

Drawings 

New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent 
draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer 
prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 31-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
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one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention, the specification does not adequately 
explained the step determining if the disk is prerecorded or recordable and performing 
the steps in accordance as recited in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Fletcher (6,791,799). 

As to claim 1 , Fletcher teaches a media player system (Fig.2) comprising: 
A digital storage apparatus (300) and arrangement comprising: 
A rotatable magnetic media (340) rotated by a spjn motor (342) and a controller 
(302) where the digital storage arrangement utilizes a rotatable media and an electronic 
memory arrangement is provided wherein the processing arrangement is programmed 
to execute the data access by reading certain information from the digital storage 
arrangement, after spinning up the rotatable media on which the certain information is 
stored, and for transferring that certain information to an electronic memory 
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arrangement such that the certain information is available without the need to access 
the digital data storage arrangemen, (Col. 5, lines 5-15) and where immediately upon 
completion of entry of transfer command the processing arrangement "shuts down" the 
Storage Element spin motor and parks its head sensor arrangement (Col.5, lines 30- 
32). 

As to claims 3-5, Fletcher teaches where the rotating media includes magnetic 
disk (342) and where the rotation is stopped when the memory is full, including 
extended memory time (Fig.4b; Col. 18, lines 58-65) and where the device includes MP3 
Player (Col.1, lines 53-57). 

As to claim 6, Fletcher teaches where information is stored in various location 
(Fig.1 26). 

Claims 8-12 are analogous to claims 1-6 and are rejected by Fletcher for the 
foregoing reasons. 

Claims 37-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Yamamoto (6,810,425). 

As to claims 37-39, Yamamoto teaches an image processing device comprising: 

A reader part for reading image data from storage means (Figs.2-3); 

A processor which decodes/decompressed (Fig. 4 S3) the compressed image 

data, 

Detects the resolution of the decoded data (S6); and 
Based on the indication of the resolution as detected increase or reduce the 
resolution (S8, S7). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fletcher 
as applied to the claims above, and further in view of Schylander et al. (5,530,686). 

As to claim 7, Fletcher doesn't explicitly teach storing and playing additional 
information. Schylander, however teaches a musical storage and player where 
additional information stored and played/outputted (abstract; Fig.3). it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary art to combine the two teaching for the purpose of conveying 
additional information to the user.
